Jackson, Ky., May 28—A well plan- 


red and desperate attack on the Jack- 
son jail was made during the early 
hours of this morning. 
Hundrede of 


shots were fired by the attacking par- 
ty and the troops and it is believed 
that several of the former party were 
wounded. 
The troops were well han- 


dled and are ia a position to repulse 
any further attack. 


More troops will be called for at 


once, as the desperate character of the 
effort to be made to save Curtis Jett 
is now apparent for the first time. 


Nothing 
was further 
from 
the 


thoughts jyf the officers in charge of 
the troops than an attack on the jail. 
It was thought that the arrival of the 
Hotchkiss gun, which came yesterday 
would over-awe any of the feudists 
who might think of making an attack 
to reiscue Curt Jett and Tom White. 
Col. 
Williams wag warned, however, 


that an attack might be made and he 
took all necessary precautions. 
A de- 


tail of troops were placed in the jail 
while pickets guarded the four corners. 
eg th«_square..

™The first part of the evening was 
quiet and was only marked by tne 
presence of an unusual 
number of 


mountaineers in town. Judge Hargis 
and his brother, Senator Hargis, as- 
sured tlie officers in charge that so far 
ag they knew, there was was no rea- 
son to fear any troiible of any kind 
and they were reassured. 


Shortly after midnight, however, the 


pickets at the square on which the jail 
and court house stands noticed that a 
number of mountaineers 
were 
ap-

preaching each of the soldiem who 
were on picket duty. 
They were or- 


dered to halt, but the feudists advanc- 
ed. 
The order to hale was repeated 


by the soldiers, but the feudists ad- 
vanced in the face of the repeated or- 
ders. 
The soldiers fearing that trou- 


ble was to come, began to retreat to- 
ward the jail, repeating their orders 
to tho advancing feudistis to halt. 


The latter made a rush at the sol- 


diers, who fired directly at the ad- 
vancing men, and then turned and 
rushed for the jail. Their comrades 
within that (structure were 
on the 


alert and the doors were quickly open- 
ed and as quickly shut after the sol- 
diers were taken in. 
When the jail 


was reached by all the soldiers, guards 
were posted at every window. A dou- 
ble detail -vvas placed in the cells oc- 
cupied by Curt Jett and Tom White, 
with instructions not to permit the es- 
cape of the prisoners at any cost, and 
that, if necessary to shoot and wound 
the prisoners so seriously that they 
could not escape if (the jail waa at- 
tacked, but not to wound them so se- 
verely that they could not be placed 
on trial later. 
During the night a 


constant fusilade was kept up by the 
feudists outside the jail and an ap- 
parent effort wa? made to frighten the 
soldiers into abandoning the structure. 
They did not do so, however, tout re- 
plied' uhot for shot. 
After a time, 


even the soldiers partially c-?ased fir- 
Ing and only replied when a particu- 
larly annoying volley was fired by the 
attacking party.

One 
of these rough riders was astride his 
horse backwards but rode with as 
much apparent eaiss as his fellows. Af- 
ter passing the Indians and cowboys 
the President ordered the train back 
to them. 
He stood on the back plat- 


form of the car and waived hia hand 
in response to their cheers. 


When 
the President left Butte in 


safety last night his secret service 
guardians breathed a sigh of relief. 


"Butte was the last danger spot on 


the trip," one df them said this morn- 
ing, "and the President went through 
ir like he did the other? without a 
word or a hand raised against him. We 
feared trouble in St. Lou-is Chicago, 
Milwaukee, SanFrancisco and Butte on 
account of the large number of for- 
eigners in those cities. We had warn- 
ings to look out for anarchists at near- 
ly all these places but the anarchists 
did not appear."

Washington, Hay 28—To a former 


newspaper man is ascribed the greater 
share of the credit for the successful 
unearthing of scandals in the postof- 
fice department which culminated yes- 
terday in the arrest of August W. Ma- 
chen, superintendent of the free deliv- 
ery system on charges of bribery, as 
wired the Advocate yesterday after- 
noon. 


This man is Robert J. Wynne, who 


about a year ago resigned his posi- 
tion 
as correspondent of the 
New 


York Press to become first assistant 
postmaster general. When 
Postmas- 


ter General Payne found it necessary 
to take a voyage to the West Indies 
for his health, he placed Mr. Wynne 
in full charge of the department. Al- 
ready grave rumors had been circulat- 
ed and in some 
instances 
specific 


charges had been filed, alleging irreg- 
ularities. 
General Payne gave 
Mr. 


Wynne a free rein. 


"If these things are true I want 


you to find it out." he said. 


Mr. Wynne received similar instruc- 


tions frqin__the President when certain 
of the rumors and charges reached 
the white house. 


Without fear or favor, Mr. Wynne 


started his investigation. To Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster General Bristow 
he assigned the detail work of the in- 
vestigation. How well that work has 
been done, Jebtei day's duvelupinenU 
revealed. 
On his return from 
the 


West Indies Mr. Payne was astonished 
at the progress that had been made, 
and warmly commended Mr. Wynne 
and General Bristow. 


Taking up the threads of the inves- 


tigation, General Payne then assumed 
general direction. 
Many charges, had 


been made against 5fr. 
Machen 
but 


General Payne was loalh to believ? 
that one whj had been so long «o«- 
nectr-d with the department in hits im- 
portant capacity should prove to be 
corruptible. 
He now admits hi- sin- 


cere regret that lie did not eailier 
lake the advice of both Mr. Wynne 
und Goneral Bnstow to suspend Mr. 
Machen. 
Mr. Wynne was partioularly 


insistpnt 
that Machen 
be removed 


from duty pending investigation, as- 
suring the postmaster general that am- 
ple evidence would be forthcoming to 
warrant .such action. From that time, 


the inve-tigation proceeded rapidly. 
The postmaster general himself is au- 
thority for tho statement that the ar- 
re-:t of Mr. Mar-hen does not by any

terminate the investigation.

Cincinnati to be Started About 


First of July. 


Toledo, O., May 28—Northwestern 


Ohio was visited by one of the worst 
storms in its history at about 4 o'clock 
vpstfrday aftprnoon 


The damage done in Toledo is esti- 


mated at $100,000, while reports from 
all portions of northwestern Ohio In- 
dicate that great damage was done 
hroughout the country, and especially 
n the oil fields of Wood, Hancock and 
iandusky counties, south of Toledo. 
Three men were seriously injured. 
R. G. Manning, superintendent of the 


Iraughting department of the Ameri- 
can bridge company, struck in back 
by a plank which fell from a -bridge he 
was inspecting. 


Lyon Mullen, sailor on the freighter 
ebhardt, and Newton Twenty, injur- 


ed internally. 
They were caught un- 


der the tower of the Lake Erie Asphalt 
Block company, which was blown over. 


Many others are reported slightly 


injured. More than 250 trees in var- 
ous parts of the city were blown down. 


The most severe damage was dnoe 


at the plant of the Ohio Brick Com- 
pany, which had just been completed 
at an expense of $18,000. The plant 
wastotally demolished. The dry kiln, 
which 
cost 
$14,000 is a complete 


wreck. 


Among the other plants damaged to 


any extent were the Lake Erie Asphalt 
Block company, Libby Glass company, 
Standard Steel Tube company, Toledo 
Salvage company and the Ford Plate 
Glass company. 


The storm was quite severe on the 


lake, but as yet no reports of damage 
have been received here. 


Reports from the oil fields are to 


the effect that hundreds of derricks are 
down, and the loss will reach fhou- 
sands of dollars.

ALMOST REAL WAR. 


Summer .Maneuverit to Closely Re- 


semble Actual Conditions. 


Portland, Me., is being put on a war 


footing in preparation for the joint 
army and navy maneuvers this sum- 
mer -which will center around Portland 
harbor, says a Washington dispatch to 
the Philadelphia Press. The joint ma- 
neuvers this year will be much more 
elaborate and comprehensive than the 
preceding ones and will represent as 
closely as possible the conditions of 
actual warfare. There will be no pic- 
nic connected with the realistic drill. 
It will be business all the way through, 
and the most beneficial results to the 
army and navy and the volunteers are 
anticipated. 


Portland was selected as the scene of 


the struggle on account of the strategic 
value of its harbor in a war with any 
European power. The opposing nation, 
according to the war experts, probably 
•would try to seize Portland and estab- 
lish a'base and throw an army across 
New England, following the plan of 
General Burgoyue in the Revolution- 
ary war. Tbe harbor is defended by 
Forts McKinley, Williams and Levitt 
and Fort Preble, a mortar battery- 
There are four entrances to the harbor, 
tbe main channel being between Forts 
Levitt and Williams. Tbe number of 
entrances will give the coast artillery a 
large area to defend. 


Rear Admiral Coghlan, now in com- 


mand of the Caribbean squadron, prob- 
ably will command the attacking fleet, 
and Read Admiral Barker will be as 
sisted by Rear Admiral Sands, com- 
manding the training squadron.

AN ORDINANCE.
